In I860 be was chosen Poet Laureate,

That grand poetic m'onument to Arthur 


Hallaro, the friend whom he had so deep- 
ly mourned, w ill stand as a beacon light 
to all mourners of sucseeding-^ges, for In 
it are embodied the questions, the doubts 
and the struggles tfiat every suffering 
human soul is destined to perplex Itself 
with and In the final gain of triumph the 
poet proves himself a great heart guide to 


, pilgrims ready to halt In the valley of sor- 
rows. 


No f oet of his-drone and age has so 


deeply moved the hearts f>t all conditions 
of men, and In Illustration of this the 
speaker read with much taste and skill, a
